William, immediate elder brother of Walter, and ancestor of tha 
author's friend and kinsman, the present representative of the 
family of Harden, also embraced the tenets of Quakerism. 
This last convert, Gideon, entered into a eontroveroy with tha 
Rev. James Kirkton, author of the Secret and True llintory of 
the Church of Scotland, which la noticed by my inKcnioua friend 
Mr. Charlt-a Kirkpatrick Sharpe, in hii* valuable aud rurioua 
edition of that work, 4to, ItllT. Sir William Scott, eldest of tha 
brothers, remained, amid the defeotion of his two younger 
brethren, an orthotioz member of the I*resbyterian Church, and 
used such means for reclaiming Walter of Raebum from his 
heresy, as aavoreil fnr more of pt-rsecution than persuasion. In 
this he was assisted by MacDou)ral of Makerston, brother to Isa- 
bella MacDougal, tlie wife of the said Walter, and who, like her 
husband, had conformed to the Quaker tenets. 

The interest possessed by Sir William Scott and Makenton 
was powerful enough to procure the two following acts of the 
Privy Council of Scotland, directed against Walter of Raebum 
as an heretic and convert to Quakerism, appointing him to be 
imprisoned first in Edinburgh jail, and then in that of Jed- 
burgh ; and his children to be tuken -by force from the society 
and direction of their parents, and educated at a distance firom 
them, besides the assignment of a sum for their maintenance, suf- 
ficient in those times to be burdensome to a moderate Scottish 
estate.

And to the effect he may be secured from the 
practice of other Quakers, the said Lords doe hereby discharge 
the magistrates of Jedburgh to suffer any persons suspect of 
these principles to have access to him ; and in case aoy con- 
traveen, that they secure ther persons till they be therfore 
puneist; and ordaines letters to be direct heirupon iu form, as 
effeirs." 

Both the sons, thus harshly separated from their father, 
proved good scholars. The eldest, William, who cairied on the 
lice of Raebum, was, like hla father, a deep Orientalist ; the 
younger, Walter, became a good classical scholar, a great friend 
and correspondent of the celebrated Dr. Pitcaim, and a Jacobite 
so distingnished for seal, that he made a vow never to shave his 
beard till the restoraiion of the exiled family. This last Walter 
Scott was the author's great-grandfather. 

There is yet another link betwixt the author and the simple- 
minded a9d excellent Society of Friends, though a proselyte of 
much more importance than Walter Scott of Raebum. The

In former times, England had her Tyburn, to 
which the devoted victims of justice were con- 
ducted in solemn procession up what is now called 
Oxford Road. In Edinburgh, a large open street, 
or rather oblong square, surrounded by high 
houses, called the Grassmarket, was used for the 
same melancholy purpose. It was not ill chosen 
for such a scene, being of considerable extent, 
and therefore fit to accommodate a great number 
of spectators, such as are usually assembled by 
this melancholy spectacle. On the other hand, 
few of the houses which surround it were, even 
in early times, inhabited by persons of fashion ; 
so that those likely to be offended or over deeply 
affected by such unpleasant exhibitions were not 
in the way of having their quiet disturbed by 
them. The houses in the Grassmarket are, gen 
erally speaking, of a mean description ; yet the 
place is not without some features of grandeur, 
being overhung by the southern side of the huge 
rock on which the castle stands, and by the moss- 
grown battlements and turreted walls of that an- 
cient fortress. 

It was the custom, until within these thirty 
years, or thereabouts, to use this esplanade for 
the scene of public executions. The fatal day 
was announced to the public, by the appearance 
ofahageblack gallows-tree towards the eastern 
end of the Grassmarket, The ill-omened appari- 
tion was of great height, with a scaffold surround- 
ing it, and a double ladder placed against it, for 
the ascent of the unhappy criminal and execu- 
tioner. As this apparatus was always arranged 
before dawn, it seemed as if the gallows had 
grown out of the earth in the course of one night, 
like the production of some foul demon ; and 1 
well remember the fright with wbidt the school- 
boys, when I was one of. their number, used to 
regard thesflbminous signsfof deiidliy preparation. 
On the night after the execution the gallows again 
di8appeared,and was conveyed in silence and dark- 
ness to the place where it was usually deposited-, 
which was one of the vaults under the Parliament- 
house, or courts of justice. This mode of execu- 
tion is now exchanged for one similar to that in 
front of Newgate,— with what beneficial effect is 
uncertain. The mental sufferings of the convict 
are indeed shortened.

Fbbguson's Daft Day*. 

CAPTAm John Pokteous, a name memorable 
in the traditions of Edinburgh, as well as in the 
records of criminal jurisprudence, was the son of 
a citizen of Edinburgh, who endeavored to breed 
him up to his own mechanical trade of a tailor. 
The youth, however, had a wild and irreclaimable 
propensity to dissipation, which finally sent him 
to serve in the corps long maintained in the ser- 
vice of the States of Holland, and called the 
Scotch Dutch. Here he learned military disci- 
pline; and, returning afterwards, in the course 
of an idle and wandering life, to his native city, 
his services were required by the magistrates of 
Edinburgh in the disturbed year 1715, for disci- 
plining their City Guard, in wl^ich he shortly 
afterwards received a captain's commission. It 
was only by his military skill, and bu alert and 
resolute character as an officer of police, that he 
merited this promotion, for he is said to have 
been a man of profligate habits, an unnatural 
son, and a brutal husband. He was, however, 
useftil in his station, and his harsh and fierce hab- 
its rendered him formidable to rioters or disturb- 
ers of the public peace. 

The corps in which he held his command is, 
or perhaps we should rather say wa^^ a body of 
about one hundred and twenty soldiers, divided 
Into three companies, and regularly armed, cloth- 
ed, and embodied. They were chiefly veterans 
who enlisted in this corps, having the benefit of 
working at their trades when they were off duty. 
These men had the charge of preserving public 
order, repressing riots and street robberies, act- 
ing, in short, as an armed police, and attending 
on all public occasions where confusion or popu- 
lar disturbance might be expected. * Poor Fer- 
guson, whoBe irregularities sometimes led him 
into unpleasant rencontres with these military 
conservators of public order, and who mentions 
them so often that he may be termed their poet 
laureate, thus admonishes his readers, warned 
doubtless by his own experience : —

It is probable that the ap- 
pearance of the criminal might have somewhat 
changed the temper of the populace in his fiivor, 
and that they might in the moment of death have 
forgiven the man against whom their resentment 
had been so fiercely heated. It had, however, 
been destined, that the mutability of their senti- 
ments was not to be exposed to this trial. 

The usual hour for producing the criminal had 
been past for many minutes, yet the spectators 
observed no symtom of his appearance. *' Would 
they venture to defraud public justice ? " was the 
question which men began anxiously to ask at 
each other. The first answer in every case waa 
bold and positive,—'* They dare not." But when 
the point was farther canvassed, other opinions 
were entertained, and various causes of doubt 
were suggested. Porteous had been a favorite of- 
ficer of the magistracy of the city, which, being a 
numerous and fluctuating body, requires for its 
support a degree of energy in its functionaries, 
which the individuals who compose it cannot at 
all times alike be supposed to possess in their 
own persons. It was remembered, that in the 
Information for Porteous (the paper, namely, in 
which his case was stated to the Judges of tHo 
criminal court), he had been described by his 
counsel as the person on whom the magistrates 
chiefly relied in all emergencies of uncommon 
difficulty. It was argued, too, that his conduct, 
on the unhappy occasion of Wilson^s executiooi 
was capable of being attributed to an imprudent 
excess of zeal in the execution of his duty, a mo- 
tive for which those under whose authority he 
acted might be supposed to have great sympathy. 
And as these considerations might move the ma- 
gistrates to make a favorable representation of 
Porteous''s case, there were not wanting others in 
the higher departments of government, which 
would make such suggestions fisivorably listen- 
ed to 

The mob of Edinburgh, when thoroughly ex- 
cited, had been at all times one of the fiercest 
which could be found in Europe ; and of late 
years they had risen repeatedly against the gov- 
ernment, and sometimes not without temporary 
success.

At length a voice 
was heard to pronounce the words, "" Try it with 
Uray The rioters, with an unanimous shout, 
called for combustibles, and as all their wishes 
seemed to be instantly supplied, they were soon 
in possession of two or three empty tar-barrels. 
A huge red glaring bonfire Bx>eedily arose dose to 
the door of the prison, sending up a tall column 
of smoke and fiame against its antique turrets 
and strongly-grated windows, and illuminating 
the ferocious and wild gestures of the rioters who 
surrounded the place, as well as the pale and 
anxious groups of those, who, firom windows in 
the vicinage watched the progress of this alarm- 
ing scene. The mob fed the fire with whatever 
tliey could find fit for the purpose. The fiames 
roared and crackled among the heaps of nourish- 
ment piled on the fire, and a terrible shout soon 
announced that the door bad kindled, and was in 
the act of being destroyed. The fire was suffered 
to decay, but, long ere it was quite extinguished, 
the most forward of the rioters rushed, in their 
im]>atience, one aft«r another, over its yet smoul- 
dering remains. Thick showers of sparkles rose 
high in the air, as man after man bounded over 
the glowing embers, and disturbed them in their 
passage. It was now obvious to Butler, and all 
others who were present, that the rioters would 
be instantly in possession of their victim, and 
have it in their power to wortc their pleasure 
upon him, whatever that might be.*

pose. At daybreak there remained not the least 
token of the events of the night, excepting the 
corpse of Porteous, which still hung suspended 
in the place where he had suffered, and the arms 
of various kinds which the rioters bad taken from 
the city guard-house, which were found scattered 
about the streets as they had thrown them from 
their bands, when the purpose for which they had 
seized them was accompHi^hed. 

The ordinary magistrates of the city resumed 
their power, not without trembling at the late ex- 
perience of the fragility of its tenure. To march 
troops into the city, and commence a severe in- 
quiry into the transactions of the preceding 
night, were the first marks of returning enei^ 
which they displayed. But these events had 
been conducted on so secure and well-calculated 
a plan of safety and secrecy, that there was little 
or nothing learoed to throw light upon the au- 
thors or principal actors in a scheme so auda- 
cious. An express was despatched to London 
with the tidings, where they excited great indig- 
nation and surprise in the council of regency, and 
pai-ticularly in the bosom of Queen Caroline, who 
considered her own authority as exposed to con- 
tempt by the saccess of this singular conspiracy. 
Nothing was spoke of for some time save the 
measure of vengeance which should be taken, not 
only on the actors of this tragedy, so soon as 
they should be discovered, but upon the magis- 
trates who had sufi'ered it to take place, and upon 
the city which had been the scene where it was 
exhibited. On this occasion, it is still recorded 
in popular tradition, that her Majesty, in the 
height of her displeasure, told the celebrated 
John, Duke of Argyle, that, sooner than submit 
to such an insult, she would make Scotland a 
hunting-field. ''In that case, madam," answered 
that high-spirited nobleman, with a profound 
bow, " I will take leave of your Majesty, and go 
down to my own country to get my hounds 
ready." 

The import of the reply had more then met 
the ear; and as most of the Scottish nobility and 
gentry seemed actuated by the same national 
►'pirit, the royal displeasure was necessarily 
checked in mid-volley, and milder courses were 
recommended and adopted, to some of which we 
may hereafter have occasion to advert.*

That he was eharged by the 
declaration only of one person, who really did not appear to be 
a witness of the greatest wdght, and that his life was in danger 
from the imprisonment, he was admitted to baill by the Liord 
Justlce-Geoerall, by whose warrand he was committed. 

"Br^dwood's friends applyed in the same manner; but as 
he stood charged by more than one witness, he was not released 
— tho% indeed, the witnesses adduced for him say somewhat in 
his exculpation— that he does not seem to have l>een upon any 
original concert; and one of the witaeasee says he was along 
with him at the Tolbooth door, aftd reflises what is said against 
him, with regard to his having advised the burning of the Tol- 
booth door. But he remains still In prison. 

"As to Traill, the Journeyman wright, he is charged by the 
same witness who declared against Stirling, and there is none 
concorrs with him ; and, to say the truth coneeming him, he 
seemed to be the most ingennous of any of them whom the So- 
licitor examined, and pointed out a witness by whom one of the 
first accomplices was discovered, and who escaped when the war- 
rand was to be putt in execution against them. He poeitively 
denys his having shutt the gate, and 'tis thought Traill ought to 
be admitted to baill. 

" As to Bimie, he Is charged only by one witness, who had 
never seen him before, nor knew hia name; so, tho* I dara say 
the witness honestly mentioned him, 'tis possible he may be 
mistaken ; and in the examination of above 900 witnesses^ there 
is no body concurrs wiUi him, and he la ane insignificant little 
creature. 

" With regard to M*Laudilan, the proof is strong against him 
by one witness, that be acted as a seijeant or sort of oommander, 
for some time, of a Guard, tiiat stood cross between the upper 
end of the Luckenbooths and the north side of the street, to stop 
all but friends from going towards the Tolbooth ; and by other 
witnesses, that he was at the Tolbooth door with a link in his 
hand, while the operation of beating and burning It was going 
on ; that he went along with the mob witii a halbert in his baud, 
untlll he came to the gallows stone In the Grassmarket, and that 
he stuck the halbert into (he hole of the gallows stone : that af- 
terwards he went in amongst the mob when Captain Porteus 
was carried to the dyer's tree; so that the proof seems very 
heavy against him. 

** To sum up this matter with regard to the prisoners in the 
Castie, 'tis believed there la strong proof against M'Lauchlan ; 
there is also proof against Braidwood. But, as it consists only in 
emission of words said to have been had by him while at the 
Tolbooth door, and that he is ane Insignificant pitilhll ereaturs, 
and will Sod people to swear heartily in \ii Ikvours, 'tis at best 
doubtftill whether a jury will be got to condemn him. 

*'As to those in the Tolbooth of Edinburgh, John Crawford, 
who Iiad for some time been employed to ring the bells In the 
steeple of the New Church of Edinburgh, being in company 
with a soldier accidentally, the disoonrse Iklling in eoncemiog 
Captain Porteus and his murder, aa he appears to be a light- 
headed fellow, he said, that he knew people that were mora 
gniltj than any that were putt in prison.

But 
nothing fisriher appeared against him ; and being seixed with a 
severe sickness, he is, by a warrand signed by his Mi^eatie's 
Advocate and Sollicitor, liberated upon giveing suiBcient balll. 

<< As to King, enquiry was made, and the flkct comes out be- 
yond all exception, that he waa In the lodge at the Nether-Bow 
with Lindsay the waiter, and several other people, not at all 
concerned in the mob.

" What Is above Is aU that relates to persons in custody. 
But there are warrands out against a great many other persons 
who had fled, particularly against one William Whlte^ a jour- 
neyman bazter, who, by the evidence, appears to have been at 
the beginning of the mob, and to have gone along with the 
drum, from the West-Port to the Nether-Bow, and is said to 
have bean one of those who attacked the guard, and probably 
was aa deep aa any one there. 

"Information was given that he waa InrUng at Falkirk, 
where he waa bom. Whereupon directions were sent to the 
Sheriff of the County, and a warrand from his Excellency Gen- 
erall Wade, to the commanding officers at Stirling and Linlith- 
gow, to assist, and all possible endeavours were used to catch 
hold of him, and 'tis said he escaped very narrowly, having 
been concealed in some outhouse ; and the miafortune was, that 
those who were employed In the search did not know him per* 
sonally. Nor, Indeed, was It easy to trust any of the acquaint- 
ancea of so low, obscure a fellow with the secret of the warrand 
to be putt in execution. 

*' miere waa also strong evidence found against Robert Tay-

Parliament close on Tuesday night, to assist to hang 
Porteus. These three did early abscond, and, though 
had been Issued out against them, and all endeavours oaad to i^ 
prehend them, could not be found. 

" One Waldle, a servant to George Campbell, wrlght, has ska 
absconded, and many others, and 'tis Informed that nombeitif 
them have shlpt themselves off ffor the Plantations ; and ^M 
an Information that a ship was going off tttom Glasgow, Ii 
which severall of the rogues were to transport themsel.'os iMK 
yond seas, proper warrands wore obtidned, and penooa iH 
spatehed to search the said ship, and selae any that en It 
found. 

"The like warrands had been Issued with regard to shtat 
ttom Iislth. But whether they had been scard, or whether tfev 
information had been groundless, they had no effect.

It was an hour ere the JnroM returned, and as 
tbcy travorsed the crowd with slow Htl•p^«, as men 
abont to dlBChai)B:o thomfU'.lycB of a hi*4\vy and 



painful responsibility, the audience was hushed 
into profound, earnest, and awful silence. 

''Have you agreed on your chancellor, gentle- 
men ? " was the first question of the Judge. 

The foreman, called in Scotland the chiancellor 
of the jury, usually the man of best rank and 
estimation among the assizers, stepped forward, 
and with a low reverence, delivercKl to the Court 
a sealed paper, containing the verdict, which, 
until of late years, that verbal returns arc in some 
instances permitted, was always couched in 
writing. The jury remained standing while the 
Judge broke the seals, and, having perused tho 
paper, handed it vylth an air of moumfhl gravity, 
dovni to the Clerk of Court, who proceeded to en- 
gross in the record the yet unknown verdict, of 
which, however, all omened the tragical contents. 
A form still remained, trifling and unimportant in 
itself, but to which imagination adds a sort of 
solemnity, from the awM occasion upon which it 
is used. A lighted candle was placed on the table, 
the original paper containing the verdict was en- 
closed in a sheet of paper, and, sealed with tho 
Judge's own signet, was transmitted to the Cnm'n 
Office, to be preserved among other records of tho 
same kind. As all this is transacted in profound 
silence, the producing and exiinguisbing the can- 
dle seems a type of the human spark which is 
shortly afterwards doomed to be quenched, and 
excites in the spectators something of the same 
effect which in England is obtained by the Judge 
astiuming tho fotal cap of judgment. When these 
preliminary forms had been gone tlux)ugh, the 
Judge required Euphemia Beans to attend to the 
verdict to bo read. 

After the usual words of style, the verdict set 
forth, that the Jury having made choice of John 
Kirk, Esq., to be their chancellor, and Thomas 
Moore, merchant, to be their cleric, did by a plu- 
rality of voices, find the said Euphemia Deans 
Guilty of tho crime libelled ; but, in considera- 
tion of her extreme youth, and tho cruel circum- 
stances of her case, did earnestly entreat that tho 
Judge would recommend her to the mercy of tho 
Crown. 

" Gentlemen," said the Judge, " you have done 
your duty— and a painfiil one it must have been 
to men of humanity like you. I will, undoubted- 
ly, transmit your recommendation to the throne. 
But it is my duty to tell all who now hear mo, but 
especially to inform that unhappy young woman, 
in order that her mind may be settled according- 
ly, that I have not the least hope of a pardon 
being granted in the present case. You know 
the crime has been increasing in this land, and I 
know fkrther, that this has been ascribed to the 
lenity in which the laws have been exorcised, and 
tliat there is therefore no hope whatever of ob- 
taining a remission for this offence." The jur>' 
bowed again, and released fcom their painfhl 
ofllce, (1i8pcn«cd themselves among tho mana of 
byj»tanders.

No flaw was to be found, and Fairbrother, moom- 
fally intimated, that ho had nothing to say in 
arrest of judgment. 

The presiding Judge then addressed the un- 
happy prisoner: — "Euphemia Deans, attend to 
the sentence of the Court now to be pronounced 
against you." 

She rose from her seat, and with a composure 
far greater than could have been augured from hei^ 
demeanor during some parts of the trial, abode 
the conclusion of the awfhl scene. So nearly does 
the mental portion of our feelings resemble those 
which are corporeal, that the first severe blows 
which we receive bring with them a stunning 
apathy, which renders us indifferent to those that 
follow them. Thus said Mandrin, when he was 
undergoing the punishment of the wheel : and so 
have all felt, upon whom successive inflictions 
have descended with continuous and reiterated 
violence. 

*' Young woman," said the Judge, " it is my 
painfhl duty to tell you, that your life is forfeited 
under a law, which, if it may seem in some degree 
severe, is yet wisely so, to render those of your 
unhappy situation aware what risk they run, by 
concealing, out of pride or folse shame, their lapse 
from virtue, and making no preparation to save 
the lives of the unfortunate iniknts whom they are 
to bring into the world. When you concealed 
your situation from your mistress, your sister, 
and other worthy and compassionate persons of 
your own sex, in whose favor your former conduct 
had given you a £air place, you seem to me to have 
had in your contemplation, at least, the death of 
the helpless creature, for whose life you neglected 
to provide. How the child was disposed of— 
whether it was dealt upon by another, or by your- 
self— whether the extraordinary story you have 
told is partly false, or altogether so, is between 
God and your own conscience. I will not aggra- 
vate your distress by pressing on that topic, but 
I do most solemnly adjure you to employ the re- 
maining space of your time in making your peace 
with Gtod, for which purpose such reverend clergy- 
men, as you yourself may name, shall have access 
to you. Notwithstandhig the humane recom- 
mendation of the Jury, I cannot afford to yon, in 
the present circumstances of the country, the 
slightest hope that your life will be prolonged be- 
yond the period assigned for the execution of 
your sentence. Forsaking, therefore, the thoughts 
of this world, let your mind be prepared by re- 
pentance for those of more awfhl moments— for 
death, judgment, and eternity.— Boomster, read 
the sentence." *

When the Doomster showed himeelf; a tan 
haggard figure, arrayed In a fantastic garment of 
black and grey, passmcnted with silvor lace, all 
fell back with a sort of instinctive horror, and 
made wide way for him to approach the foot of 
the table.

A sound wait through the Ck>urt, produced 
by each person drawing in their breath hard, as 
men do when they expect or witness what is 
frightful, and at the same time affecting. The 
caitiff villain yet seemed, amid the hardened bru- 
tality, to have some sense of his being the oblect 
of public detestation, which made him impatient 
of being in public, as birds of evil omen are 
anxious to escape from daylight, and ftom pore 
air. 

Repeating after the Clerk of Court, he gabbled 
over the words of the sentence, which condenmed 
Euphemia Deans to be conducted back to the 
Tolbooth of Edinburgh, and detained there until

afternoon, to be conveyed to the common place of 
execution, and there hanged by the neck upon a 
gibbet. '* And this," said the Doomster, aggn- 
vating his harsh voice, " I pronounce for doom.'*^ 

word wM long restricted to the designation of an ofleial penon, 
whose dnty it was to recite the sentence after it had been pro- 
nonneed by the Court, and recorded by the eleik ; on whidi ee- 
oasion the Dempster legalised it by the words ci fbim, **Amd 
tkit J pronounee/or doom." For a length of years, th« offlee, n 
BienUoned in the text, was held in eommendam with that of ik» 
ezeentioner; for when this odioos bnt necessary officer of Jastica 
reoelyed his appointment, he petitioned the Court of Jnstldary 
to be received as their Dempster, which was granted as a matter 
of course. 

The production of the ezecntienar tn opeo court, and in 
presence of the wretched criminal, had something b it hideous 
and disgusUng to the more refined fbelings of later times. But 
if an old tradition of the Parliament House of Edinburgh may 
be trusted, it was the following anecdote which occasioned Uw 
disuse of the Dempster's office. 

It chanced at one time that the office of public ezeeoiiMMr 
was vacant. There was occasion for some one to act as Demp- 
ster, and, considering the party who generally held the offlee, it 
is not wonderful that a Iceum Unetu was hard to be found, i^t 
length, one Hume, who had been sentenced to tranqiortaiioB, 
for an attempt to bum his own house, was induced to ooosMit 
that he would pronounce the doom on this oeeaslon. But when 
brought forth to officiate, instead of repeating the doom to the 
criminal, Mr. Hume addressed himself to tbeb lordships in a 
bitter complaint of the iigustice of his own sentence. It was in 
▼ain that he was interrupted, and reminded of the purpose tat 
which he had come hither ; ** I ken what ye want of me, weel 
enough," said the fellow, ** ye want me to be your Dempeter; 
but I am come to be none of your Dempeter, I am come to sum- 
mon you, Lord T , and you. Lord E , to answer at the bar

In short, Hume had only made a pretext of complying with the

* Thli nobleman was very dear to hit coontrymen, who were 
jnatly pround of hia military and political talents, and grateful 
for the ready seal with which he auerted the rights of his native 
ooontary. "nils was nerer more eonspicnont than in the matter 
of tha Porteoos Mob, when the ministers brought in a violent 
and vindictive bQl, for declaring tiie Lord Provost of Edinburgh 
Incapable of bearing any public office in future, for not foresee- 
ing a disorder which no one foresaw, or interrupting the course 
of a riot too formidable to endure opposition. The same bill 
made provision for pulling down the city gates, and abolishing 
the city guard,— rather a Hibernian mode of enabling them bet- 
ter to keep the peace within buig^ in future. 

The Duke of Argyle opposed this bill as a cruel, unjust, and 
fimatleal proceeding, and an eneroaehment upon the privileges 
of the royal butghs of Scotland, secured to them by the treaty 
of Union. " In all the proceedings of that time," said his 
Graoe, " the nation of Scotland treated with the English as a 
free and Independent people ; and as that treaty, my Lords, had 
no other guarantee for the due performance of its articles, but 
the iUth and honor of a British Parliament, it would be both 
ni^ust and nngeneroui^ should this House agree to any proceed- 
ings that may have a tendency to injure it." 

Lord Hardwicke, in reply to the Duke of Argyle, seemed to 
Insfaniate, that his Grace had taken up the affair in a party point 
of view, to which ihe nobleman replied in the spirited language 
quoted in the text. Lord Hardwicke apologised. The bill was 
mufih modified, and the clauses concerning the dismantling the 
city, and disbanding the guard, were departed from. A fine of 
XS,000 was Imposed on the city for the benefit (rf Porteous's 
widow. She was contented to accept three-fourths of the sum, 
the payment of which closed the transaction. It is remarkable, 
that, In oar day, the Magistrates of Edinburgh have had re- 
course to both those measures, held in such horror by their pred- 
eoesson, as necessary steps for the improvement of tiie city. 

It may be here noticed. In explanation of another circum- 
stance mentioned here in the text, that there Is a tradition in 
Scotiand, that George IL, whoee Irascible temper Is said some- 
times to have hurried him Into expressing his dl^leasure par 
voi* tht fait, offered to the Duke of Argyle, in angry audience, 
some meuaoe of this nature, on which he left the presoice in 
high disdain, and with little ceremony. Sir Robert Walpole, 
having met the Dnke as he retired, and learning the cause of his 
resentment and discomposure, endeavored to reconcile him to 
what had happened by saying, " Such was his Mi^esty's way, 
and that he ofken took such liberties with himself without mean- 
ing any harm." This did not mend matters in MaeCallum- 
more's eyes, who replied, in great disdain, " Tou will please to 
remember, Sir Robert, the Infinite distance there is betwixt you 
and me." Another fbeqnent expression of passion on the part 
pf the same monarch. Is alluded to in tho old Jacobite Bong<—

As 
this ballad is said to have been written by Lowe, the author of 
Mary's Dream, I am surprised that it has not been noticed by 
Cromek, in bis Remains of Nithsdale and Galloway Song ; but 
he perhaps thought it unworthy of a place in his collection, as 
there is very little merit in the composition ; which want of 
room prevents me from transcribing at present.

In th« •d*' 
mor of 1769, when she was passing by New Cumnock, a yooBg 
man, whose name was William Forsyth, son of a farmer in ^ 
same parish, plagued her so much that she wished he oiigv* 
never see the mom ; upon which he went home and hang«£ kirn- 
self in his father's bam. And I doubt not that many sndi etoikl 
may yet be remembered in other parts where she had Iwen."

FUETOHSB. 

The islands in the Firth of Clyde, which the 
daily passage of so many smoke-pennoned steam- 
boats now render so easily accessible, were, in 
our &tberB' times, secluded spots, frequented by 
no travellers, and few visitants of any kind. 
They are of exquisite, yet varied beauty. Arran, 
a mountainous region, or Alpine island, abounds 
with the grandest and most romantic scenery. 
Bute is of a softer and more woodland character. 
The Combrays, as if to exhibit a contrast to both, 
are green, level, and bare, forming the links of a 
sort of natural bar, which is drawn along the 
mouth of the firth, leaving large intervals, how- 
ever, of ocean. Boseneath, a smaller isle, lies 
much higher up the firth, and towards its west- 
em shore, near the opening of the lake called the 
Gare-Loch, and not far from Loch Long and Loch 
8eant, or the Holy-Loch, which wind from the 
mountains of the Western Highlands to join the 
estuary of the Clyde. 

In these isles the severe frost winds, which 
tyrannize over; the vegetable creation during a 
Scottish spring, are comparatively little felt ; nor, 
excepting the gigantic strength of Arran, are- 
they much exi>08ed to the Atlantic storms, lying 
landlocked and protected to the westward by the 
shores of Ayrshire. Accordingly, the weeping- 
wiUow, the weeping-birch, and other trees of 
early and pendulous shoots, flourish in these 
favored recesses in a degree unknown in our 
eastern districts; and the air is also said to 
possess that mildness which is favorable to con- 
sumptive cases. 

The picturesque beauty of the island of Rose- 
neath, in particular, had such recommendations, 
that the Earls and Dukes of Argyle, from an early 
period, made it their occasional residence, and 
had their temporary accommodation in a fishing 
or hunting lodge which succeeding improvementa 
jave since transformed into a palace. It was in its 
original simplicity when the little bark, which 
we left traversing the firth at the end of last 
chapter, approached the shores of the isle.

Wb are under the necessity of returning to 
Edinbnrgh, where the General Assembly was now 
sitting.

Nothing is more 
certain than that persons known to have had a 
share in that formidable riot, and to have fled 
flrom Scotland on that account, had made money 
abroad, returned to enjoy it in their native coun- 
try, and lived and died undisturbed by the law.*
